ter. several  innovations  and  new 
regulations  were  adopted. 

One  of  the  major  points,  the 
unclear  nature  of  traffic  sign 
system,  has  been  cleared  up. 
traffic  officials  and  members  of 
the  Traffic  Court  of  Appeals 
think. 

Most  important  change  made, 
in  the  estimation  of  traffic  of- 
ficials. is  the  erecting  of  signs 
near  the  stadium  ticket  booths 
and  at  the  irttersection  of  the 
Physical  Plant  Department  buil- 
ding which  advertise  thiit  stu- 
dent traffic  is  forbidden  past 
those  points  going  towards  the 


McKay  Building  and  the  Joseph 
Smith  Bidding  from  7 a in  to 
5 p in  on  school  days. 

THIS  MEASURE  was  adopted 
to  keep  traffic  in  these  areas  to 
a minimum  during  school  hours. 

Crackdown  on  enforcement  of 
this  rule  will  probably  be  ef- 
fected Wednesday,  after  stu- 
dents have  had  a chance  to  be 
notified  and  notice  the  signs.

"At  times  students  attempt  to 
raid  other  campus  and  are  ir- 
responsible with  reference  to 
the  results.”  he  said. 

HE  FELT  hopeful  that  the  stu- 
dent body  officers  could  build 
school  spirit  without  the  use  of 
negative  extremes.

One  world’s  record  and  seven 
meet  marks  were  established 
Saturday  afternoon  as  Brigham 
Young  University  romped  to 
their  sixth  consecutive  team  tri- 
umph in  the  Intermountain  AAU 
track  meet  at  Salt  Lake  City. 


The  highlight  of  the  meet 
was  perhaps  the  record  shot- 
put  by  world  record  holder 
Parry  O’Brien.  The  former 
USC  star  bettered  his  former 
world’s  outdoor  mark  by  three 
inches  with  his  heave  of  61 
feet  1 inch. 


O’Brien  also  competed  in  the 
discus,  purely  as  an  exhibition. 
He  succeeded  in  throwing  the 


plate  179  feet  8 inches,  consider- 
ably further  than  the  winning 
toss  in  the  regular  AAU  compe- 
tition. 


BYU  walked  away  with  the 
team  trophy,  racking  up  an  un- 
official 72  V3  points.  Their  clos- 
est competitor  was  Utah  who 
tallied  36 Vs. 


Utah  State  had  15,  Idaho  State 
College  13,  and  Dixie  J.C.  10. 

BYU’s  Marv  Roberson  set  an- 
other record  in  the  shot  when  he 
heaved  the  ball  50  feet  5 inches 
for  a local  AAU  record. 


when  he  threw  the  javelin  a dis- 
tance of  239  feet  6 inches,  far 
and  away  the  best  throw  in  the 
intermountain  area  this  year.  It 
was  also  • the  farthest  throw  of 
Higgins’  career. 

Arlyn  Finlinson  set  a new  440 
standard  by  touring  the  quarter 
in  a swift  48.8.  Jim  Crittenden, 
also  of  the  Cougars,  took  the 
second  place  medal. 

Dixie  Junior  College’s  one- 
man  team,  Kent  Christensen,  got 
10  points  for  his  squad  when  he 
won  both  the  100  and  220  yard 
dashes,  followed  in  both  cases  by 
BYU’s  Dick  Heywood.  He  had  a 
9.7  in  the  century  and  a 21.5 
in  the  furlong. 

Ben  Brooks  took  a first  place 
in  the  broad  jump  event  with  a 
leap  of  22  feet  6 Ms  inches.  Ray- 
nor Pearce  and  Weldon  Jackson 
of  the  Cats  tied  for  third  behind 
Hart  of  Utah.

Former  Cougar  Athlete  Namea 
To  Helms  Track  Hall  of  Fames 


Alma  Richards,  famed  track 
and  field  star  for  Brigham 
Young  University  and  one  of  the 
greatest  athletes  to  come  out  of 
the  intermountain  area,  has 
been  named  to  the  Helms  Track 
and  Field  Hall  of  Fame,  it  was 
announced  today. 


Richards,  whose  ath.letic 
achievements  are  practically 
legend  at  BYU,  was  one  of  three 
track  and  field  stars  added  to  a 
select  list  of  48  athletes  so  hon- 
ored by  Ihe  Helms  Athletic 
Foundation.
